In  reviewing  it*  history,  our  attention  is  called 
to  tbe  various  names  it  has  at  different  times 
enjoyed.  Originally,  ft  was  “The  Green,”  and 
appropriately  so,  answering  Milton’s  phrase, 
“On  th*  dry  ameoth-sliarea  green.'’  Ik  was 
“  smooth-shaven,”  not  by  scythe  of  man,  but  in¬ 
cisors  of  horse  and  cow,  and  occasional  j  sheep ; 
(for  there  were  sheep  in  those  days.)  Bright 
are  oor  reminiscences  of  prisoner’s  base,  foot 
ball,  and  tag ;  and  above  all,  the  good  ok!  fash¬ 
ioned  gum*  of  hue*  hall,  played  on  those  ample 
grounds  Then,  unhampered  by  tbe  thousand 
and  one  rules  now  laid  down  in  the  books,  we 
“took  oar  crack,”  ran  the  base*,  and  ran  the 
risk  too  of  a  ’shot”  with  the  ball  on  any  part  of 
"the  body  ;  which,  if  received  “put  us  out.”  | 
There  waa  no  fancy  pitching  then ;  nothing  bat 
“  fair  bulla,  alow,”  wu  allowed. 

It  next  became  a  “  Common,”  and  common  it 
wu,  not  only  to  horse  and  cow  for  pasture,  and 
boy  for  play ;  but  for  horses  and  wagons  when 
the  road  alongside  wu  Impassible  from  mud. 
Hogs,  loo,  oeeulonrity  rooted  It,  from  the  church 
at  one  end,  to  tbe  “  Liberty  Pols'”  at  the  other. 
That  liberty  pole  must  not  be  passed  without 
notice ;  it  wu  th*  laet  of  ita  name,  for  ita  soc¬ 
le  a  “  Flag  Staff”.

What’s  in  a  name!  is  (often  uked*""v?Wi  a 
sneer.  It  may  be  towered—"  much,  decidedly 
more  than  in  no  name/’  Names  are  things.  Uow 
can  you  conceive  of  a  thing,  and  much  laa*  de»ig 
Dale  it,  so  u  to  make  it  clear  to  the  appreken

When  once  introduced  to  a  thing  by  ita  proper 
designation,  the  name  alone,  ever  after,  suffices 
to  recall  the  form  and  attribute*  of  the  tiling 
intended.
